German government and set up a 
new one, Argentine style. Suppose 
those groups drilled and armed them- 
selves. Suppose the home government 
of the Argentine put pressure on all 
Argentina-Germans such as to com- 
mand their loyalty even if they want 
cd to become good Germans. Suppose 
Argentina spent millions of marks 
in Germany through swollen consu- 
lar staffs to bribe the German press 
and carry on constant agitation to 
overturn the German government and 
set up one controlled from the Ar- 
gentine. Suppose great communities 
of those Argentines in Germany in- 
sisted on having their own schools 
and in speaking Spanish only. 


When you conceive such a com- 


plete change of shoes as this, it im- 
mediately 
becomes 
apparent 
why 


Nazi Germany can't get along with 
a single country in the whole world. 
It is because it assumes thai rules 
which apply lo others do not apply

Is Leningrad 
Workers Appeal 


Fierce Fighting 
Reported as 
Climax Neared on 
Leningrad Front 


By Hie Associated Press 
Fierce fighting on the Hussion-Ger- 


man front flamed toward a climax 
Monday around Leningrad, Russia's 
.second city where firmament work- 
ers called on the city's defenders to 
"win or die." 


Soviet reports said that Leningrad's 


defense ring of Red troops and mili- 
tia, 
called from shops and factories 


were holding the attackers to a stand- 
still close to the city limits.

Will Not Quit 
"Win or die for there is no other 


choice. Let us give our holy oaths 
that we will not lay down our arms 
until we bury the Fascist beasts." 


Leningrad's position apparently is 


growing more critical. Soviet dispatch- 
es admitted the 
Na/.i Stuka 
dive 


bombers were smashing at the old 
capital and its 3,200,000 populas, with 
such ferocity "it seems the earth it- 
self will split." 


The Germans reported that 30 Soviet 


divisions—perhaps 450,000 troops—had 
been anihilat'cd so far 
in a trap 


east of Kiev. Four Red armies en- 
circled were reported struggling to 
blast their way out of the Na/.i ring. 


While the Germans asserted 
the 


beleaguered armies were tightly seal- 
ed Moscow said they were seeking 
to fall back to Kharkov, in the heart 
of the Donets river industrial basin. 


Kiev Lost 
With Kiev-fallen to the Germans 


as the war entered its fourth month 
Moscow tightened its own defenses 
as a precaution behind the barrier ot 
fighting men. The capital city coun- 
cil prohibited the return of all who 
left the city since the war began. 
Those who do come back will not 
be given pcrmiUs or food cards. 


Russian ships were reported to have 


been back by German shore giuis in 
an attempt to flee the waters near 
Leningrad, authorized Germans said. 


This was not mentioned by the Gcr- 


mand who reported heavy air blows 
on Russia's sea forces in the Baltic 
and Black seas—including damaged 
to a battleship and several other ships 
apparently still standing by the Len- 
ingrad defenders. 


British quarters said the Germans 


having captured Kiev probably would 
aim its next thrust at Rostov, at the 
Don river mouth, gateway to the 
rich Caucasus oil fields. 


The Germans assured that Nazi col- 


umns knifing across the lower Ukraine 
had cut off the Crimea peninsula there 
by endangering the naval base of Se- 
vastopol.

The small ships were previously 


used by the Italians to raid Crete and 
Malta. The special communique gave 
no word of the fate of the attacking 
crew. 


The Italians said the vessels sunk 


were a 6,000 ton merchantman loaded 
with war supplies and two tankers, of 
the 10,000-ton class and the other of 
the 600 ton class. 


A fourth vessel, a 12,000 ton mer- 


chantman loaded with supplies, was 
carried against the rocks where it was 
stranded and therefore considered lost, 
the report said.

Defense Area 
Issue Cleared 


Feild Explains 
Operation of Prior- 
ities on Housing 


The following statement was is- 


sued Monday by Rep. Talbot Feild, 
Jr., chainnan of the Hempstead Coun- 
ty Defense Council: 


"The 
unanimous 
recommendation 


that Hempstead County be declared a 
Defense Area, by the housing com- 
mittee of the Hempstead County De- 
fense Council, was wired to Ben H, 
Woolen, chairman, Defense ouncil of 
Arkansas on September 12. Mr. Woo- 
ten immediately passed this recom- 
mendation on to the proper officials 
in Washington, and on September 19 
President Roosevelt area for housing. 


"However, as a result o£ a survey 


conducted by the Defense Council 
of Arkansas and the FHA, Hope will 
not come under the provisions of 
Title Six of the Defense Housing Act, 
But, 
all other advantages to be gam- 


ed by a defense area designation will 
accure to Hope and do become ef- 
fective today. The greatest advant- 
age gained by Hope through the De- 
fense Area designation is the priority 
rating which we have received. No 
longer will the Hope fuilding firms, 
hardware stores and supply houses 
have to compete with Prescott, Ark-; 
adelphia, Gurdon, El Dorado, Camden 
and other Arkansas towns in the pur- 
chase of building supplies. We are now 
in a priority position along with Fort 
Smith and Little Rock. 


"All building material firms, hard- 


ware stores and .supply houses should 
immediately write to the F. H. AdT 
ministration office in Little Rock for 
full details as to the procedure to be 
followed in taking advantage of the 
priority rating given Hope. Full de- 
tails can be received at that office. 
All local requests for priorities must 
clear through the FHA office in Little 
Rock."

Collect Quickly 
But when it comes to putting one

how to go about setting up machinery 
to make those collections. Jewelry 


store machines, rubber articles, op-

bulbs. None of those have been tax- 
ed before, and procedure must be 
worked out to keep books and col- 
lect the taxes at the establishments 
of all manufacturers and imp'orters. 
All these will be hidden taxes, The 
wholesaler and the retailer and the 
consumer won't be conscious of pay- 
ing a tax on these items, though the 
new taxes on them can only mean 
that the prices will be increased. If 
this tax is pyramided through the 
wholesale and retail establishments, 
it can only mean increased cost of liv- 
ing.

The other thing it means is that 


the Internal 
Revenue 
Department 


must hire more men and increase its 
cost of tax collecting machinery. To 
collect the federal internal revenue 
in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1941, 
took the services of 28,585 fed- 


eral employes, and the total cost of 
collecting the federal taxes was $05,- 
063,723. That was an up of more than 
6100 
employes and an up of 55 mil- 


lion in the costs of collection over the 
previous year ending June 30, 1940, 
when the total tax collections were 
?5.34 billion. You 
can 
easily 
ex- 


pect, therefore, that the costs of col- 
lecting the new 513.9 or §14 billion 
tax bill will run proportionately.
